CCORDING to the “blurb” Peter 
Conway is the nom-de-plume of a well - 
known medico-psychologist; there is 

no reason to doubt this statement, for the 
book reveals an intimate knowledge of 
psychology and its 1 au odd 
slant on the principal character, Max Brandt. 
Absorbed in his work—like the author, who 
is so absorbed that he develops * terdency 
to make things a little dfficult by technical 
discussions between Brandt and Lis woman 
assistant—the medico-psychologist becomes 
estranged from the weld in which he must 
live.

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Air Raid Precautions 


On the first night of the new year Eire 
was visited by unidentified aircraft. which 
dropped a number of bombs both 
incendiary and high explosive—in various 
parts of the country. Between nine and 
ten o’clock an aeroplane was reported in 
the neighbourhood of Dublin, and shortly 
afterwards bombs were dropped not far 
from Drogheda. Fortunately nobody was 
injured. Later in the night in County 
Carlow three members of the same family 
were killed, and two ethers were wounded 
seriously. Bombs also fell on the Curragh 
racecourse and in the vicinity of 
Enniskerry, County Wicklow; but a more 
spectacular incident, which, happily, did 
not result in any loss of life, occurred 
in the suburb of Terenure, in Dublin. 
Shortly after six o’clock on Thursday morn- 
ing a mysterious aeroplane was heard over 
the southern part of the city. There was a 
series of explosions in the Rathdown Park 
area, where two private dwelling-houses 
were demolished completely and several 
others were damaged to a greater or less 
degree. A number of persons had almost 
miraculous escapes; but there were no 
fatal injuries. On Thursday night again it 
was reported that bombs had been dropped 
near Enniscorthy, in County Wexford; 
while in the small hours of yesterday 
morning Dublin was awakened by a terrific 
explosion, resulting in the destruction of 
much property in.the South Circular road 
area, and in more or less serious injury 
to a number of citizens. The Irish Govern- 
ment has sent “an energetic protest’’ to 
Berlin on the ground that some of the 
bombs that were dropped were found 
to be of German origin. We are 
not concerned at the moment with the 
identity of the marauding. aircraft, 
or with those who are responsible for 
these outrages upon the people of a peace- 
ful and neutral country.. The possibility 
of a genuine mistake is remote, not alone 
because the bombings occurred at widely 
distant points in space and time, but also 
because there is no black-out in Lire, 
and the lights of Dublin, in particular, 

can be seen from a great distance in the 
air. Apparently, our inoffensive people 
must be prepared for visits of this kind; 

and it is, therefore. doubly essential that 
the population shall be protected against 

possible injury. After yesterday morning's 
outrage in Dublin excellent work was 
done nof# only by the Fire Brigade, but 

also by members of the local A. R. P. 

organisation and the Local Security Force; 

but where were the air raid warnings? On 

various occasions during the last twelve 

months a system of sirens has been tested 

in Dublin. Admittedly, it does not seem 

to have been particularly impressive ; but 

it was something, and it was intended to 

give the people due warning in the event

This week, so far as weknow, no warning 
of any kind was given. Thousands of 
persons in the Dublin area heard the 
drone of the machine on Wednesday. It 
was picked out by searchlights at an early 
hour of the night; but no attempt seems 
to have been made to inform the people 
that they were in danger. Large numbers 
of citizens in Dublin have provided them- 
selves with air-raid shelters at their own 
expense. During recent weeks many of 
them have been provided with gas masks 
at the expense of the authorities. Mani- 
festly, neither shelters nor gas masks will 
be of much avail—particularly at night— 
unless. some kind of public warning is 
given when foreign aircraft cross our 
shores. It is conceivable that, if warning 
had been given, some of the individuals 
who suffered in Dublin might have

Bardia’s Fate 


Since General R. N. O' Connor's 
spectacular successés at Sidi Barrani, 
there has been a lull in the fighting in 
the Western Desert. It is not easy for a 
layman to appreciate the conditions in 
which troops on both sides are forced to 
Jive and fight in the Iäbyan sands. The 
rapid advance during the early stages of 
the British offensiye@nvolved a serious 
lengthening of lines of communication ; 
the problem of water supplies for the 
Army of the Nile had to be solved from 
day to day—indeed, almost from hour to 
hour; and, when the remnants of Marshal 
Graziani’s forces took refuge behind the 
defences of Bardis, General O’Connor and 
his lieutenants must have been grateful 
for a breathing space. Some twenty 
thousand Italian troops are reported to be 
in and around Bardia. Since the road to 
Tobruk has been cut by the British, these 
men have no means of escape into Libya. 
Their retreat by sea is cut off by the 
British navy; and, since their isolation 
is complete, their surrender, if not their 
annihilation, can only be a matter of 
time. Bardia is defended stoutly. It is— 
or has been—an important link in Marshal 
Graziani’s strategical chain, having been 
used as one of the main supply bases for 
the Italian army in North Africa. It is 
protected by an elaborate system of 
defences, in the form of a semi-circle with 
a radius of five or six miles. There are 
rings of concrete pill-boxes joined 
together by entanglements of barbed wire, 
anti-tank ditches and traps of various 
kinds, and a fair number of heavy guns. 
To attack these defences in depth by 
means of a frontal assault would be almost 
suicidal; and it seemed until yesterday 
that the British High Command proposed 
to continue the state of siege that has 
existed for some weeks, and to starve the 
Italians out, maintaining in the mean- 
while a continuous attack on Bardia from 
the air as well as from the sea. The 
latest reports, however, suggest that the 
Army of the Nile may be about to launch 
a fresh offensive. According to an official 
bulletin, a sector of Bardia’s defences has 
been penetrated. by Australian troops, 
supported by tanks; and operations are 
continuing. : 

If Bardia should be captured by the 
British within the next few weeks, the 
effect on public opinion in Italy and 
throughout South-Eastern Europe would 
be incalculable. Already, military experts 
agree that there can be no further chance 
of a successful Italian invasion of Egypt. 
The fall of Bardia, with the capture of 
some 20,000 Italian troops, would deal a 
grievous blow to the Duce's prestige. 
Indeed, it even might be the beginning 
of the end of Italy’s campaign in North 
Africa. Numerically, Marshal Graziani’s 
command in Libya probably still has an 
advantage over the British; but in desert 
warfare the quality ‘of troops is of 
enormous importance. Marshal Graziani’s 
men, although well trained and equipped, 
are mainly Southern Italians, of in- 
different physique and stamina. They are 
opposed not only by the conventional

| Army and the other forces; from Poland, 


British Tommy, by conscripts like 
themselves, but by Australians and New 
Zealanders, possibly the most magnificent 
physical specimens in the world, who as 
fighters have no superiors. In addition 
to the quality of his men, the British 
Commander-in-Chief evidently has an 
advantage in respect of mechanised divi- 
sions. ‘The bitter lesson of Flanders and 
Northern France has not been ignored, 
and since Dunkirk vast strides seem to 
have been made in the mechanisation of 
the British Army. Finally, Italy’s war 
effort -has been divided between North 
Africa and Albania, with the inevitable 
result that an unduly heavy strain has 
been put upon her meagre resources. The 
report that units of the German Luftwaffe 
may come to the assistance of the Italians 
in the Mediterranean suggests that Herr 
Hitler is becoming uneasy regarding his 
ally’s fate; but the Italians are a proud 
people, whose history does not encourage 
the belief that they would fight particularly 
well under foreign control.

AT horny Point 


The problem whether or not the memkees 
of the territorial forces of Britain should 
salute members of the Auxiliary Territorial 
Service, composed of women, seems lately 
to have caused a certain amount of un- 
pleasantness.

Army tact has smoothed 
out the whole affair, and in order to pacify 
the young women, the officer has expressed 
the hope that, in his area, the courtesy 
will be maintained. It is to be hoped that 
this way out of the difficulty will prove 
satisfactory to both sides; for it would be, 
indeed, a pity if two such excellent services 
should be estranged over so trivial a 
matter.

past nine months la sums have been 
raised by the expanston of the floating 
debt, and there are indications that this 
method of raising money will have to be 
continued. Unless the annual level of 
savings should be very greatly increased, 
it would surprise few if the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer had to make substantial 
increases in the income tax rate. 


War Damage Bill 


The heads of the big building socicties 
met in London to-day, and it is probable 
that the Government will be asked to 
make a number of changes in the War 
Damage Bill as a result of their dis- 
cussions. The bill will be largely amended 
when it comes before Parliament, and it 
has been the work of the societies to 

repare amendments for submission to the 

ouse of Commons. One clause which 
was discussed relates to the contributory 
part of the bill, providing for the payment 
of a part of the insurance premium by 
the holder of a mortgage. It is provided 
that insurance premiums can be charged 
only in special circumstances, such as 
where the mortgage arises out of a trans- 
action concerning a building or dwelling 
of comparatively low value, and the

“ Mother Goose 


The other day, when discussing the pre- 
sent season’s pantomimes, a friend of mine 
produced a poster advertising the produc- 
tion of Mother Goose at the old 
Theatre Royal in Dublin.

G old-leaf 


Walking in the neighbourhood of Essex 
quay recently I chanced upon the work- 
shop of this country’s one and only gold- 
leaf craftsman. For 90 years the metal 
has been hand-beaten on these premises, 
in a manner similar to that practised by 
the ancients.

Kennedy’s resignation as Ambassador to 
Britain would not be formally accepted until 
the new Ambassador had been approved by 
the Senate. 

The President added that he expected to 
send the nothination to the Senate next week. 
He expected that Mr, Hopkins would go to 
England shortly, and remain there, perhaps, 
a fortnight. 

Mr. Hopkins would have no duties outside 
of England. He would not become the per- 
manent Ambassador, because his health was 
not sufficiently good. He would have no 
official title, but, said the President, the 
Government would probably pay his expenses. 
Nobody else would accompany him. 
Turning aside further questions, Mr. 
Roosevelt said that Mr. Hopkins was “ just 
going over to say “How do. you do? to a 
lot of old friends of the President’s. 


ONE OF THE “ BRAINS’ 
TRUST” 


The envoy is one of the oldest political 
associates of Mr. Roosevelt. He was counted 
a member of the original ‘‘ Brain Trust, and 
is a fervent “New Dealer.“ His personal 
relations with the Roosevelt family are very 
close, his young daughter frequently being a 
guest of Mrs. Roosevelt in the White House. 

Mr. Hopkins resigned as Secretary of Com- 
merce last August owing to ill health. Since 
then he has spent considerable time at the 
White House or travelling with the President.

ITALIAN U-BOAT 
TORPEDOED 


SALVAGED THETIS’S 
FEAT

THE British submarine Thetis, 
salvaged in November, 1939, 
after more than five months at the 
bottom of Liverpool Bay, following 
a mishap during her acceptance 
trials, has sunk an Italian submarine. 

Recommissioned after her salvagé, 
which attracted world-wide interest, 
the Thetis took to the water once 
more as H.M.S. Thunderbolt, and it 
is under this name that the 
Admiralty yesterday announced her 
first reported war success. 


OFFICIAL REPORT 
The official British Admiralty communigus 


states — 


One of our submarines. H. M. S. Thunder- 
bolt (Lieutenant C. B. Crouch, R. N.], has 
sunk an Italian U-boat which was proceeding 
under escort to a base in enemy-occupied 


territory. 


After firing his torpedo, the Commanding 


Officer of H. M. S. Thunderbolt saw a tall 
column of water rise into the air from the 
Italian U-boat. 


A loud explosion was heard, 
and when smoke and spray eleared away only 
one end of the enemy vessel was seen stick.

The escort, consist ing of three armed 


.trawlers, dropped depth charges as soon as 
‘they realised that an attack was taking place. 


Since the explosion of the torpedo was 
both seen and heard, and since the 
enemy U-boat would not have dived 
while the trawlers were dropping depth 
charges in its close proximity, it is con- 
sidered certain that the Italian U-boat was 
sunk. 

It is possible on this occasion to depart 
from the normal procedure of refraining from 
ennouncing losses inflicted among the enemy’s 
U-boats since the incident was witnessed by 
the enemy’s escorting vessels.’ 

The British submarine Salmon a year ago 
sank a German U-boat on the eastern side 
of the North Sea. It was the Salmon which 
subsequently torpedoed the Leipzig and 
another German cruiser, and was afterwards 
herself lost in a minefield.

The Royal Air Force resumed its attack on 
Bremen on Thursday after darkness with a 
continuous all-night raid. Enormous fires were 
started with a rain of incendiaries. High ex- 

ives were dropped into these furnaces, 
ut the bursts were lost in the flames already 
roaring upwards. — . es 

According to the British Air Ministry news 
_ pervice, the R. A. F. is out to destroy 
Bremen’s huge shipbuilding yards and fac- 
tories, and prolong the disorganisation o? the 
city. — 

The first of the bombers arrived before 
“eight o'clock, and the last did not leave 
before an hour or so before dawn. The sky 
was clear over Bremen and there was no 
difficulty in recognising the various objec- 
tives. e same shipbuilding yards which 
were so badly damaged on Wednesday night 
were bom again. Several bombs fell 
directly on a large building forming part of 
the imag shipbuilding yard. The 
buildi caught fire, and burnt so fiercely 
that within a very short time the flames had 
spread to other buildings. Both in these 
yards and in the naval base and dockyard 
_ the fires were enormous, and the flames 

effectively hid the explosion of bombs dropped 
into their. midst. Much later in the night the 
Atlas shipbuilding works were raided. Near 
the railway junction a very long factory 
building was alight inside. Many industrial 
buildings just west of the station were burn- 
ing, 22 high-explosive bombs fell close 
beside the station itself. During this attack 
one aircraft came down to fifty feet over a 
battery of searchlights. The front gunner de- 
stroyed one of them, and two went out as the

RESCUES BY A.R.P. MEN 


Lying on a stretcher in Mercer's Hospital, 
George A. Day, oí 91 Donore terace, de- 
scribed his experience. When he awoke 
there was what appeared to him to be a 
ton of masonry lying on top of himself and 
hig wife. With one of his arms he was 
able to make a passage to allow the air 
through, otherwise, he said, he and his 
wife would have been smothered. A large 
slab of plaster lay across his legs, pinning 
him to the bed, so that he could not raise 
himself. Then an A.R.P. man came along, 
and, although he tramped on his legs as he 
was taking him from the débris, he was 
very grateful for the assistance which he 
got from this man and other members of the 
service. While pinned underneath the rubble 
his “ated was a large brick. 

J was shouting for help all the time, and 
when I heard voices I knew that assistance 
was at hand. I need not tell you that I 
was very glad.” His married daughter, Mrs. 
Marjorie Steevens; his grand-daughter, both 
of whom escaped injury, and his wife’s 
sister, Mrs. L. Reddy, were also in the house. 
Mr. N. Wilson, 88 Donore terrace, who was 
also in the hospital, said that when he was 
awakened by the crash lumps of masonry 
fell on him. He managed to scramble on to 
the bed, and then got out into the landing, 
where he collapsed. He was rescued by some 
ambulance men. His sister, Mrs. Ellison, 
had come only last week from a city nursing 
home, while a nephew and his wife and their 
twelve months old bady, Geoffrey, were also 
in the house. 


YOUNG GIRL’S EXPERIENCE 


Rachael Roith, the fifteen-year-old daughter 
of the Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Roith, whose home, 
93 Donore terrace, was completely demolished 
by the bomb, told her story as she stood in 
the accident ward of Mercer’s Hospital. She 
was treated for shock. 

“I was sleeping in a back room and was 
awakened by a loud crash and a bright flash 
like lightning. I jumped up and rushed out 
of the room. The stairs were gone, and 
1 @o not know how I was able to get about. 
I seemed to have been walking on air. At 
any rate, I heard my father calling. He 
was buried in the débris, and I tried to 
rescue him. Then some men came along 
and they got him free, .1 then looked to see 
where my mother was. I went to her room, 
and found that she was all right. My little 
brother David was in his cot in the same 
room. 

Vera Keane, a maid in the house, after the 
crash, saw people’s hands all around her. 
They belonged to A.R.P. Wardens and other 
rescuers. who were trying to get into her 
room through the partition, as the door was 
blocked. When she got out of the house 
she helped to attend the children, who were 
badly irightened, and seemed: to be ill. 


WARDEN’S ESCAPE 


Mr. H. Lazarus, who lived in 96 Donore 


Air Raid Warden. Although he was badly 
stunned at the beginning, he was able, after 
a short while, to give assistance to the other 
people in the house. In going over the house 
afterwards he discovered in the kitchen

The 
explosions shook houses in Enniscorthy six 
miles away, and the drone of the ’plane was 
heard clearly in the town.

“TORPEDOED BY 
UNKNOWN SUBMARINE”

The French Admiralty announces that the 
submarine Sfax and the Fleet oil tanker 
Rhone sank after heavy explosions while on 
their way from Casablanca to Dakar on 
December 19th, with the loss of 74 men. 

The communiqué announcing the sinkings 
adds that it would appear that the vesse 
were torpedoed by a submarine of unknown 
nationality. 

It states:—‘‘ The submarine Sfax and the 
Fleet petrol tanker Rhone, while proceeding 
together from Casablanca to Dakar, sank on 
the afternoon on December 19, following 
heavy explosions, apparently having been 
torpedocd by & submarine whose nationality 
is not yet known. 

Sixty-four seamen from the Sfax and ten 
‘from the Rhone perished.“ 

On inquiry at the British Admiralty it was 
learned that no British submarine was operat- 
ing within 500 miles of the incident on the 
day in question.

Lieutenant Hollingsworth, who 
came on board subsequently, told witness 
that he had some stuf on board from the 
the Cetvrti, and asked witness to allow him 
replace it in the vessel. Witness said that he 
could not agree to that.

Lieutenant 
Hollingsworth showed them one chronometer 
and one sextant which had already been pro- 
duced and identified by the Yugoslav captain. 
On the floor there was a box with co 
milk, a tin of pears, four tins of tomato 
sauce and seven wineglasses. In addition, 
there was a new kit bag, from which Captain 
Leahy drew a long window curtain of exactly 
the same material as in the captain's cabin. 


SALVAGE CLAIM

Lord Woolton (Minister of Food) said 
yesterday: We have had to reduce the 
mea’ ration from 18. 10d. to 18. 6d., as from 
next Monday, and in certain districts the 
public may not be able to secure their full 
ration of meat this coming week-end. 

It is a difficulty resulting from our war 
effort. We are attacking the enemy. We 
are striking hard blows at Italy in the 
Mediterranean. To do this we have had to 
divert some of the shipping which previously 
was carrying our meat. e are deliberately 
sacrificing meat at home for munitions in 
Libya. 

** Meat has been rationed for just on twelve 
months. During this time, the public has 
had almost normal supplies. We cannot any 
afford to have mistakes im ordering. 
and the ration law must be strictly observed 
by noth butchers and customers. All cus- 
tomers are alike in rationing—there is no 
room for favourites. The butchers’ task in 
satisfying their customers will be difficult for 
the next few weeks, and the lie appre- 
ciation of this will help. Flexibility for a 
fortmght will overcome the dislocation ir 
distribution.

kidney, head, cheeks, tongues, liver, heart, 
tail. skirta, thick and thin; sweetbreads. -

GRASS

MANURES, MIXTURES, 
MANAGEMENT 


Any pasture that starts growth late in 
spring, or which 1s to all practical purposes 
dead in winter, is a lrability to tne 
farmer, not an asset. It should be broken up 
Now that we have to turn more and more 
grassland over to arable, it is essential thar 
what grassland is left should yield a maximum 
output of good grass. 

Grading up by surface treatment aud 


manurial dressings to encourage better 
herbage is a slow process: it is better aud 
quicker to plough up, apply ime where 
necessary, also slag or other phosphate, and 


start afresh (either directly or after a course 
of cropping) with a suitable mixture oj 
grasses and clovers. 

Experience in many parts of the country 
has proved the success of ploughing out and 
direct re-seeding as a rapid and sure method 
of grassland improvement. Except on farms 
unsuitable for arable cropping, however, thrs 
direct re-seeding must be regarded as 4 
supplement and not an alternative to plough. 
ing for arable crops. 

Success is mainly dependent on the weather, 
cultivation and manuring. In certain circum. 
stances, it is probably better first to restore 
heart to the soil. This would apply to 
the poor, heavy soils of the south-eastern 
counties, which would be put through a | 
fallow, then cropped with wheat, beans or 
silage mixtures. Poor, light soils would te 
cropped with a folding mixture such as rye, 
a mixture of rye and rape, or a mixture of 
rye, rape and turnips before being retarned 
to grass. 


BURYING OLD VEGETATION 


Two points are of great importance— 
namely : 
(1) Old vegetation must be buried as 
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which the young grass and clover seedlings 


The land should, therefore, be ploughed 
with a broad and fairly shallow furrow, 
completely turned over on its back and not 
set up on edge. A too shallow furrow should 


be avoided on land with a matted turf; as 


Lit may be difficult to obtain enough loose 


soil to cover the seeds. A furrow press cr 
roller should be used to: secure firmness. 

Where there is much old turfy grass or 
rushes it is difficult to turn the furrow 
slice completely over, and this roughage 
should first be grazed off, burnt or mown. 
On fairly even ground, a skim-coulter ma: 
be used to help with burying the old herb- 
age. 

Once buried, the old turf should be dis- 
turbed as little as possible. For working a 
tilth the best implement is the disc harrow, 
which is least likely to bring up the oid 
turf. It is better to disc with the furrows 
and not directly across them. Rolling is oi 
great value, not only in breaking down 
clods, but for, producing a firm bottom to 
the seed bed, thus minimising the danger 
from drought. | 


MANURING 


Generally, a dressing of at least one ton 
per acre of ground burnt lime will be re- 
quired on the furrows, but no farmer need 
be in doubt as to the exact amount needed 
on the land. There ig an advisory service 
that enables him to have his soil analysed 
free of cost. All he need do is to ask his 
Agricultural Organiser.—British Ministry cf 
Agriculture. 5

It was astonishing, he said, to think that 
there were thousands of dairy farmers in 
Ireland to-day with cattle on their lands 
who could not place those cattle in order of 
excellence or tell which cow was paying and 
which was not. He was sick of people in 
this country waiting for tha Government to 
help them to run their own business. II 
there was anything he hated it was to have 
the Governmex interferiag in private busi- 
ness, but if the people themselves would not 
take the steps to put their own business on an 
efficient basis the Government had no alter- 
native but to make them do it. 

They had cows yielding as little as 200 


gallons a year, and the farmer 1 * sue 


uneconomic cows might as well keep Pome- 
ranians, because they were losing him money 
every year. The first task the farmers should 
impose upon themselves was to join a cow- 
testing association, and once they had jum 
the first fence they world find that, instead 
of a burden, it would ve a privilege and a 
pleasure. 

Mr. Dillon commented u the difficulty 
farmers experienced in filling up tedious 
forms necessary foi cow-testing. “We have,” 
he said, “some of the finest live stock ex- 
perts in the world in the Irish Department 
of Agriculture. Most of them started in 
rural Ireland and then went to Dublin. 
When they got to Dublin they became past- 
masters in the art of filling up forms.” He 


simplified. 


| A FREE MARKET ESSENTIAL 


It was deplorable, he said, that the best 
of their heifers should be showing their 
quality in England and Scotland and Wales, 
and were not staying here to form the nucleus 
of an improved Irish livestock. They should 
not, nevertheless, obstruct the free export of 
cattle, or else the people of this country would 
be driven to stop producing top-grade heifers 
altogether. A free market was essential. 
There was no land improvement in this 
country until the principle of free salé was 
established. The only way to get good 
heifers and keep them was to put their 
farmers in such a conditign that they could 
afford to keep them. If the farmers in this 
country were as weil off as those in England 
and Scotland, then the Irish heifers would 
stay in Ireland. But, if the farmers in 
Jreland were all bankrupt and those in 
England were making plenty of money, then 
the good heifers would go to the g home. 
They had to ensure that farmers in this 
country should be as prosperous and have as 
much capital as the farmers in Great Britain 


and Scotland. When that day dawned the 


best breeds could be purchased and kept by 
Trish farmers, because, as farmers, they were 
as = as, if not better than, farmers in 
England and Scotland. 


HOUSING OF CATTLE 

Referring to the housing of cattle, Mr. 
Dillon said that tuberculosis and a variety of 
other diseases were due to bad housing. Not 
only did the farmers of this country get no 
help in the greater part of the country in 
improving the housing of their livestock, 
but before they had a roof on a new shed 
on their own land the rate collector came in 
to raise the valuation. Was it not nearly 
time that the Government, which had not 
por them de-rating such as was enjoyed 
y the British and North of Ireland farmers, 
should, at least, help the Irish farmers in the 
provision of suitable out-offices instead of 
— 2 them. This was not a small 
matter, he said, especially where rates were 
15s. and 168. in the E. No Lord Clanricarde 
ever perpetrated a worse form of rack- 
renting.

BUTTER AND MILK 


It was becoming more and more manifest 


sale in Britain was never agam going to be 
an economic proposition. He instanced what 
they were up against in the way of New Zea- 


possibrlity. Alternative methods to butter- 
making would have to be found for disposing 
of Irish milk. He believed that there was a 
better market, and one which would give a 
better return—namely, the consumption of 
raw milk in this country. If, after provid- 
ing all the butter wanted for consumption in 
Ireland, they secured for every child under 
14 years of age a daily milk ration, sufficient 
for health, all the milk produced in the coun- 
try could be consumed. 

There are thousands of children in this 
country, said Mr. Dillon, who are fated 


%o die of malnutrition because they cannot 


get sufficient milk ip their early years. There 
are hundreds of women going to maternity 
hospitals in our cities to have babies whose 
lives are imperilled because they are half- 
starved. In an agricultural country like this, 
it is an appalling thing that there are children 
hungry for essentral foods: that there should 
be mothers losing their babies and their own 
health because there is withheld from them 
the food they require. 

Continuing, he said that in 90 per cent. of 
these cases of malnutrition, a dieticfan or a 
doctor would say that what was needed was 
sufficient milk. One of the evils of this 
count-y was that there were thousands of 
people starving for milk, and another evil 
was that there were thousands of dairy 
farmers converting their milk into butter and 
unable to get an economic return. He wanted 


+ to hit both of these evils at the same time. 


He wanted that liquid milk to be brought into 
the cities, there pasteurised and given to the 

r, Were this done, it would put the dairy 
armers in a position of knowing that they 
had done a public service and that they were 
at the same time earning their living. 


PLASTICS 


Referring to the manufacture of plastics 
as another source of hope for the dairy trade, 
Mr. Dillon said that the plastics industry was 
developing in the world, based on casein. If 
plastics were being used in Great Britain 


| to-day on the same scale as they were being 


used in the United States of America, the 
demand for casein would be sufficient to tax 
the capacity of the Irish dairy farmers. 

He did not believe that Ireland would ever 
be a cheese-eating country, but there might 
soon be an opportunity for developing Irish 
cheese in Great Britain. He also urged that 
a greater grant should be made available by 
the Government for veterinary research, espe- 
cially for such grave problems as sterility in 
cows. 

They badly needed the help of the Depart- 
ment inspectors towards the elimination of 
the Aberdeen-An bull, which had played 
havoc with the breed of cattle in his own 
province of Connaught.

FACTOR OF “ OUTPUT” 

In a paper on Output as a Factor in 
asa Professor M. K. Murphy, Dairy - 

ience Faculty, University College, Cork, 
said that 81 per cent. of the total agricultural 
output of this country, excluding turf, came 
trom live- stock products. Dairying occupi 
an extremely important position, in as much 
as it was the basis of their live-stock 
ecenomy. Dairying was not a uniformly 
organised industry. It varied from the 
— type carried on in the Golden 

ale to the mixed tillage and dairying of 
other places, like Mid-Cork. Results of the 
survey of 98 mixed dairy farms on the North 
Cork and Limerick border for the year 1938- 
39 showed that (a) no matter what test was 
applied the results could not be deemed to be 
satisfactory, and (b) the larger problem 
appeared to arise in the case of the smaller 
type of farm. 
here did not. appear to be much use in 
concentrating thought and energy in the 
direction of decreasing labour costs and the 
expenses other than labour, because both 
these elements had in them a very strong 
element of rigidity. Consequently the pro- 
blem of improving financial results must be. 
attacked from the output side. 

A comparison of the five highest and the 
five lowest farms in each sized group of the 
area surveyed showed that it was output and 
not level of expenses that determined the 
ultimate financial results. The primary 
factor appeared to be milk yields. 


AN ECONOMIC PRICE FOR 
MILK -

TUBERCULOSIS IN CATTLE 


Mr. E. J. Cussen, Cork, moved: That 
Congress demands that adequate provision 
be made forthwith by the Government for 
the elimination of tuberculosis in cattle.” He 
said that it would be difficult to exaggerate, 
from the point of view of public health and 
economic conditions in agriculture through- 
out Ireland, the grave menace of tuber- 
culosis, as affecting the people and as affect- 
ing their dive-stock. The resolution referred 
to that type of tuberculosis which was most 
Serious in its effects by being transmissible 
to the human from cattle and pigs—bovine 
tuberculosis 

This t of the disease was, unfor- 
tunately, oming more widespread from 
year to year. They would be much less com- 
placent in regard to contracting tuberculosis 
in the usa ot milk and meat if it were not 
that so large a proportion of them lived a 
good deal of their lives out of doors. There 
is. he said, reason to believe that ,a very 
high proportion of our cattle is affected by 
tuberculosis. Some years ago, when investi- 
_gation of the spread of the disease among our 
cattle was pursued, the figures discl 
proved to be so great that the — 
concerned must have felt astonished.

He did not doubt that the Government 
would get considerable financial assistance 
from the farmers if they undertook the task 
of establishing tuberculosis-free herds in this 
country. If it was considered impracticable 
to launch a nation-wide campaign for the 
elimination of tuberculosis-free cattle forth- 
with, it was possible to make an effective 
start by insisting on the preservation of com- 
munities and of schools from infection by 
assuring that they were supplied from 
accredited herds. 


THE FARMER'S ATTITUDE 
„The number of farmers who had tuberculosis- 
free herd’ was increasing, because they were 
being encouraged by the reaction of a dis- 
criminating public, who would pay just that 
little more that was needed to compensate 
the farmer for the care he had undertaken in 
the interest of their health. It was by ‘the 
elimination of diseased milch cows that eradi- 
cation could be ultimately achieved within 
measurable time , 

It was jncumbent on the Government, he 
said, to initiate the necessary steps without 
delay, and to devise a plan by which the 
cost may be least burdensome.
